SITUATION REGARDED AS CRITICAL 



Th« Ratiian General Xnst Now Either 
Fiflitor AVithdi aw His Whol« 
Army to the North. 



Th«rt Ar« tern* UnofTlelal Indleatien* 
That Mattera Are Rapidly Matur- 
tng For lither An Engago- 
mant or a Raraai. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. l.-TAlthough 
public attention has been dlstractfd 
from the events of the war during the 
pait week, first because of the toar of 
{iBtaraatlonal compUcatlons, and lec- 
iond. haeaaaa of the BMatslnatlon of 
llfiBlatar of the interior Von Plehve, 
Itha Bitnation at tlie front Is regarded 
aa critical. 

Tbo onveloplng movement of the 
threa Japanaae amloa of Gens. Kiiro- 
kl. Nodiu and Oku around Oen. Kuro- 
patkln'B position appears to be almost 
complete, and the extended line of 
the Japanese seems to be the only 
drawback to concerted iution. It Is 
realized here that the Russian gen- 
eral mnst now either light or with- 
jdngpr the whole army northward. He 
jla betog closely pressed at Hal Cheng. 
At that place Gen. Kuroki'B northern 
column makes It extremely dang.-r- 
ouB to remain there, because, while 
holding the position to give battle 
against the Japanese, whose advance 
is notoriously always slow and care- 
ful, Gen. Kurokl might pass through 
and rut his railway communications 
to Liao Yang. 

While nothing Is definitely known 
tjMia ara aome unofBclal indications 
that matters are rapidly maturing for 
either a battle or a retreat. For in- 
sfance, the ief\isal to accept further 
prcBB toh'pranis at Hai ("hcriK is shown 
by the fact that one of the press ct)r- 
raapondanta had to ride through to 
Mokden to file an aeoount of the Ta 
Tohe Klao fight. Thla might ba eon- 
strued either that preparations are 
making for a retirement or that the 
wires are very crowded, incident to 
a concentration at Hai Cheng or Liao 
Tang. 

A few days are expected to deter- 
mine which course Oen. Kuropatkin 

h&e elected to pursue. 

There Is no inclination here to dout)< 
tliat there may have been pretty ko- 
▼era fighting at the outer positions of 
Port Arthur, possibly accompanied by 
a bombardment from the sea. but it 
Is not believed that the Japanese are 
yet ready to storm the fortress. Rr. 
Adm. Withoft, in command of the na- 
val forces at Port Arthur, is relied 
on to put to sea if the condition of the 
tortreaa becomes desperate. While 
no definite information is obtainable 
the report that the fortress is short 
of ammunition Is considered by the 
public as the most disquieting feature 
of the situation there. 

The Vladivostok squadron is expect- 
ed back i n port Sunday or Monday. 

VON PLK HVl FU NIRAL. 

Church Bells Ware Tolled and Masses 
and Prayers Mid. 

Bt. Petersburg, Aug. 1.— M. Von 
Plehve. the minister of the Interior, 
who was assassinated Thursday morn- 
ing last, was buried Sunday and in 
every city and hamfet of this vast em- 
pire church bells were tolled and 
masses and prayers said for the re- 
pose of the soul of the murdered min- 
ister. The serricea hare, which were 
according to the ritaa of the Ortho- 
dox church, were of an impresslTe and 
impuBing character. 

Among those present were members 
of the Imperial family, the foreign rep- 
raaantaives, including Spencer Eddy, 
diarge d'aftairas at the American em- 
bassy, ministers of the empire, gen- 
erals, admirals, nobles, governors of 
distant provinces, like those of Astra- 
kan and Irktusk— In fact, all high ofll- 
oialdom. not even omitting Genghis 
Khan, a lineal descendant of the Na- 
poleon of Asia, who ia now a ntajor 
Itanaral in the Russian serTlea.

Chicago, Aug. 1.— The three plants 
of the International Harvester Co. 
closed down Monday for an indefinite 

period and 15,000 workmen were 
thrown out of employment. The shut 
down is made in order to take an in- 
ventory of stock.

During the Past Week Unusual Aa* 
tlvlty Was Displayed. 



Lexington, Ky., Aug. 1 —During the 
past week unusual activity has been 
displayed in tte oil development of 
the Kentucky-Tennessee field. Com- 
pletions have been as follows: Wayne 
county eight, new production 540 bar- 
rels, dusters two; Knox county three, 
new production 76 barrels, dusters 
one; Cumberland county one, new 
producUon 25 barrels; Clinton county 
one, production 10 barrels ; Floyd 
comity one, new production 100 barrels. 

The best strike of the month was 
made by ,the Federal Oil Co. in Wayne 
county, It testing 360 barrels. A 100- 
barrel strike was made in the eastern 
flaid. in Floyd-Knott territory. The 
nuns amount to 37.000 barrels. 

The scope of activity ia being great- 
ly extended and numerous wild-cat 
wells are going down. The coming In 
of a wild-cat strike in Clinton county 
is attracting considerable attenUon ia 
that region, through which a pipe Utfa 
Is being built to tiM CiMibarlaad coa» 
ly developments.

The llUnola Ufa inauranea Co. Quita

Louisville. Ky., Aug. l.^The Illinois 
Life Insurance Co. has withdrawn 
from Kentucky. The step was taken 
voluntarily following a demand made 
by State Insoranea Commissioner Hen- 
ry R. Prewitt for permission to in- 
spect the company's books. The de- 
mand was refused. A large number 
of policy holders are affected by the 
company's action which leaves them 
without the protection of the insur- 
ance laws of the state in which they 
r. side. The number of policy holders 
anected is estimated at nearly 100,000. 

Fifteen Horses Perish In a Fire. 

Owen8l)oro, Ky., Aug. 1.— The livery 
stable of Davis A Lea was burned, en- 
tafling a toss of 130,000, with (8.800 
insurance. The stable was owned by 
T. J. Lea. and valued at $8,000, with 
Insurance amounting to only fl.BOO. 
The Owensboro undertaking establish- 
ment occupied a part of the stable. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
Fifteen horses were burned to death 
in the stable and about 20 were res- 
cued.

The Qeneral Impression Waa That 

President Castro Was Meeting tha 
Dcmanda of the Protocol 
Signed By Mr. Bewen. 

Willemstad, Island of Curacao, Aus. 
1. — It is reported that H< rr I', lldrani, 
the German minister at Caracas, has 
delivered an ultimatum demanding the 
Immediate payment by the Venezue- 
lan government of the interest on the 
amount of the award to be paid to 
Qermany as stipulated in the protocols 
signed by Herbert W. Howen, rei>re- 
senting Venezuela, in February, 11)03. 
It this demand is not complied with, 
the report says, the minister will leave 
Caracas August 4. 

Washington, Aug. 1— Not a little 
surprise is evidenci d l.ere over the 
news from Willetvisi;'..), as the gen- 
eral impression has been that Presi- 
dent Castro was meeting the demands 
of the protocols signed by Mr. Bowen. 
Germany, Italy and Great Britain, 
acting to tlie decision of The Hague 
tribunal, were to have preferential 
treatment in the payment of their 
claims against Venezuela after which 
the non-blockading powers wera to he 
paid. All the payments were to he 
made owt of 30 per cent, of the cus- 
totiis receipts of the ports of I.itgiiayra 
and Porto Cabeilo, which were to ba 
set aside for that purpose. There has 
been a feeling of dissatisfaction 
among some of the members of the 
diplomatic corps at Caracas over va- 
rious acts of President Castro and 
some reports which have reached h< re 
have intimated that a full 30 per cent, 
of the receipts at the two posts named 
waa not being set aside for tlw pay- 
ments of the claims as provided tn the 
pr(>tocol. This n:;i.v liavp n Ixariiig 
on the action wIik ii it- nii<l to iia\ i 
been taiten by the Cerman minister. 

At the same time provision also was 
made that if Venezuela failed to keep 
the terms of the protocol the Belgian 
government was to take charge of the 
customs at the ports named and ad- 
minister them imttl the claims of the 
powers were setf!< d iilung the lines 
agreed on. Ttais, the officials here 
think, shoold remove the necessity for 
any arbitrary action by any of the 
powers signatory to the protocols. 

OUTPUT OF COAL. 

It Exceeded All Previous Records In 
the Year IOCS. 

Washington, Aug. 1, — The forthcom- 
ing report of the Tnitcd Staffs geX)- 
logical 8\irvey will shfiw that the 
United States exceeded all previous 
records in the production of coal in 
1903. The total amount of the output 
of the coal mines of the country dur- 
ing that year was 359.421,311 tons, an 
Increase of nearly 58.0(i(),0(iO tons or 
in per cent, over the preceding y(;ir. 
The value of ihe prod net of l'.>",; is 
given aa $504,lb0,733, an increase in 
value of 88 per eent. over the preced- 
ing year.

Port of Spain, Trinidad, Aug. 1.— 
The British minister at Caracaa haa 

strongly protested in the name of the 
English bondholders against the seiz- 
ure by the Venezuelan government of 
the asphalt lake at Guanaco, the prop- 
erty of the New York and Bermadez 
Asphalt Co., maintaining that the in- 
terests of the bondholders would be 
menaced unless the lake be Immadi- 
ately restored to the company.

pathizers Claahed in the Vicinity 
af tha ttaakya rd a S aloon 
Partly Wracked. 

Chicago, Aug. 1. — Both the packers 
and the strikers spent Sunday in 
strengthening any weak spota that 
could be found In their da t aaaaa pnp^ 
aratory to another week of effort to 
bring tlioir opponents to terms. Not- 
withstanding that it wu.s Sunday, all 
the plants were operated during the 
forenoon in order to get rid of the liv9 
atock that had been left over fron laat 
week. Tbe remainder of the day was 
spent by the employers in installing 
new m< II in the strikers' places and 
arranging many of the small details 
which had been overlooked last week 
during the beat of the conflict. Over 
1,000 new men were added Sunday to 
the number nlr- ;idy at work in the 
different points. Anions SimlayV ar- 
rivals were many s1;111<m1 laiior- r.--, 
something the packt rs have been sad- 
ly in ni.ci ot ( viT since the strike 
started. Tbe employers have experi- 
aaoed little difllculty in procuring all 
the unskilled men necessary to oper- 
ate the plants to their full cupacity, 
but there has bien a decided scarcity 
of skilled workmen and for this rea- 
son the by products of all animals 
killed have been let go to waste. 

The strike leaders spent the greats 
er part of Sunday in preparing n state- 
ment to thr public. In tliis statement 
the unionists exjilain their side of the 
controversy, declaring that it is the 
packers and not the men who are re- 
sponsible for tha present state of af- 
fairs in tha paeklng industry. The 

public is asked to be patient with the 
men during the struggle for suprem- 
acy, it being declared by the tinion 
leaders that it would be impossible for 
the men to return to work under the 
conditiona which existed before tha 
strike was called and that np to the 

prest'nt the pacliers have shown no 
disposition to treat the strikers in a 
fair manner. .Xcconling to liiis -;,ite- 
ment tbe men will stay on strike imtil 
their unions are disrupted or until (he 
packers surrender.

Several policemen htariii^; the 
disturbance ran to tbe saloon and suc- 
ceeded in ejecting tlie attacking par- 
ty. The doors of the place were bar- 
ricaded but the rioters, being rein- 
forced hy several hundred of their 
friends, icliniied to renew the altaek. 
A riot call was eent in l)Ut before the 
patrol wagon with a squad of police- 
men had arrived the saloon had been 
partly wrecked. It was necessary for 
the police to fire a volley from their 
revolvers over the heads of the riot- 
ers bifore they desi.'-ied In their at- 
tack on the place. With the exception 
of bruises and scratches received dur- 
ing the disturbance no one was seri- 
oualy inju red.
